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Wer have a number of interesting letters upon 
the subject of the promotion, qualifications, etc., 
of non-commissioned officers of the Army, com- 
menting upon our views, which we shall publish 
another week. 








WE are glad to see our New York contemporary, 
the San, falling into line and advocating the 
revival of the grade of Lieutenant-General. It well 
says: ‘‘There are certain arguments in its favor. 
The importanve of our military establishment is not 
fully indicated by its having a maximom enlisted 
strength of 25,000 men. It is the representative of 
the armed power of 60,000,000 people. It has 
ebarge of an enormous area between the two oceans, 
and great responsibilities of frontier defence. The 
Army also is bocomiug more and more allied with 
the organized militia, so that the potential rather 
than the actual military force must be dealt with. 
The rank of Lieutenant-General for the officer in- 
trusted with the command of the Army of such a 
nation does not seem excessive.” 








WE are glad to note that Major General Orook in 
his recent annual report speaks plainly as to the 
ever increasing importance and responzibility ot the 
position of non-commissioned officers, for the sub 
ject is one of vital importance, and bas hitherto 
’ pearcely received the attention it deserves. General 
Orook advocates aschool for non-commissioned offi- 

_ cers of infantry and cavalry at Fort Leavenworth, 
on a plan similar to that at Fort Monrve for the ar- 
tillery. But he does not even then anticipate much 
improvement ‘until the pay attaching to these 
positions is sufficiently increased to offer an in- 
ducement for a good class of men to enlist for the 
purpose of obtaining them.” This proposition being 
indisputable, there are but two things to do, and 
that quickly, first raise the pay and then raise the 
standard. 








Tae Canadian press does not take kindly to Mr. 
Butterworth’s resolution, looking to negotiations 
designed to bring about ‘the unity and assimila- 
tion with the United States of the Dominion of 
Oanada.” The Ottawa Vitizen lashes itself into a 
fury and denounces the honorable gentleman's re- 
solution as ‘‘a piece of consummate impertinence.” 
The Ottawa Journal candidly acknowledges that it 
has ‘‘to worry enough about cranks in Canada, 
without executing a war dance around au Ohio 
one,” and the Toronto Empire, the leading Govern- 
ment organ, calls the Butterworth plan *‘ an insult- 
ing overture.” Thus isthe benevolent intention of 
the gentleman from Ohio scouted, and doubtless he 
will be led to regret that in the goodness of his 
heart he was prompted to an act of kindness which 
is 80 little appreciated by those he meant to favor. 








' Mason GEenERAL OBOOK attacks a crying evil when 
he says in his annual report: ‘‘ The regulations re- 
garding selection of quarters by officers are one of 
the greatest causes of annoyance and of discord in 
garrisons. This arises from the lack of system 
which has heretofore prevailed in the construction 
of our posts. If quarters were made uniform for 
the several grades in the permanent posts hereafter 
to be erected, there would soon be no adequate 
reason why an officer should be disturbed after hav- 
ing once settled.” There is also more truth than 
poetry im bis remark that ‘‘ For many years officers 





have been forced to live in a manner wholly un- 
suited to the requirements of civilized beings. 

Liberal appropriations are required and should be 
made at once to improve a condition of affairs that 
is as discreditable as it is universal thrvuughout the 
Army.” 








THE Board appointed some years ago to report 
upon magazine guns are no doubt gratified to find 
that their judgment as to the best system bas been 
approved by the English Small Arms Committee 
and by the British Secretary of State, who declares 
that in the Lee the British soldier will have the 
best rifle in the world; better than the French 
Lebel, the Austrian Mannlicher, the German, the 
Mauser. Had the judgment of our board heen ap 
proved we sbould have led instead of following in the 
adoption of the best gun—following how far be- 
hind it is impossible to say. America invents arms; 
Europe adopts them, and when we do follow her at 
the tail of the procession it is with the humble 
idea that we have been very enterprising in waiting 
for ber approval before accepting what bas all along 
been ready at our hand in the work shops of Ameri- 
can inventors. 








THE commission, consisting of Captain Mahan, 
Captain Chester, and Lieutenant-Commander 
Stockton, appointed by the Seeretary of the Navy, 
to select a suitable site on the Pacific Coast, bas 
been in session at the Navy Department during the 
past week examining maps furnished by the Coast 
Survey and Engineer Corps of the Army, and 
gathering other data as to the topograpby of the 
various points to be visited. This pieliminary work 
will be finished the latter part of the week, when 
the commission will start for San Francisco to make 
a personal inspection, taking at San Francisco a 
Government vessel with which to make the trip to 
the Puget Sound region. Although it is rather 
early yet to speculate upon the site to be selected, 
there is a very strong feeling among Naval officials 
in favor of Puget Sound, and the general opinion is 
that this will be the point decided upon. No steps 
have yet been taken in regard to the appointment 
of the commission to selec: a site for the same pur- 
pose on the Southern Coast. Should the Pacific 
Coast board complete its work within a few weeks 
jt is not unlikely that they may perform this service 
also. 








AN officer at Fort Robinson, Neb., is quoted as 
saying: ‘‘ Breaking up the canteen has sent the 
garrison back to the old pay day times, filling the 
guardhouse to its utmost capacity. The men will 
drink, and now must go off to get it. Rows and 
drunks are largely increased. The dezertions are 
more than doubled since the canteen was closed by 
the Secretary of War.” This refers to A. G. O.. 
Letter of Oct. 25, 1888, which says: ‘‘ While it is 
conceded that canteens are most desitable as con- 
ducive to the comfort and well being of all con- 
nected therewith, they must be so conducted as not 
to infringe upon the vested rights of the post- 
traders, who are ‘ allowed the exclusive privilege of 
trade upon the military reserve to which they are 
appointed,’ and who are taxed therefor.” The can- 
teen seems to be having a hard time of it. It was 
only last week we published a decision of the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury that canteens are subject to 
taxation as liquor dealers, under the requirements 
of the internal revenue law. It is further held that 
the canteens do not come under the requirements of 





Sec. 1144, R. 8., which authorizes the purchase of 
supplies from the Sabsistence Department at cost. 
It would appear that in order to give the canteens 
the standing in our Service which they have in the 
British Army, additional legislation is required. 
In av article in the Nineteenth Century, Mr. Arch- 
ibald Forbes dwells upon the present reformed can- 
teen system as ‘‘ perhaps the most important boon 
to the soldiers of modern times,” and upon the im- 
provement in Army cooking. He also presents 
statistics to show that with the 8} d’s deducting 
from the soldiers daily pay for adding to the pay 
allowance, the rations of British soldiers are, 
weight for weight, considerably better than those 
provided in tbe Armies of France, Germany, the 
United States, and Russia. He suggests that an 
“Inspector of Military Messing” should be ap- 
pointed, to visit regiments unexpectedly to see that 
all is in order, that the cooking appliances should 
be improved, that the evening meal shonld be at 7 
instead cf 5 Pp. M., and that, as the ** messing” pit- 
tance is so well administered, the whole provision- 
ing should be committed to the soldier himself. 








THosE who read attentively the Answers to Oor- 
respondents in the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL mast 
have noted that avery large proportion of the 
quenes propounded relate to. points in the manual 
of arms. A careful examination of the files will 
further show that much of this confusion in the 
minds of the inquirers relates to the execution of the 
manual by guides and file closers. A number of 
decisions on specific points of this class haye been 
given by the proper authority, but new points are 
constantly cropping out and probably will continue 
to do so until the tactics are revised. The Board 
Appointed for such revision might well consider the 
suggestion made by an especially close student of 
these matters, whose many years of service have 
been of eminent usefulness to the National Guard, 
tbat there is no substantial reason why guides and 
file closers should not execute all portions of the 
manual, as if in the ranks. This simple change in 
the rule would remove very many of the causes for 
needless confusion that now exist, and as it is diffi- 
cult to imagine any useful purpose which that rule 
serves, the improvement would be manifest. More- 
over, it would avoid the variance in prac'ice which 
exists in the Service on many points of tactics, which 
are variously interpreted by different officers. Cer- 
tainly there should be no more room for doubt 
about the manual of arms than there is about the 
sequence of the letters in the alpbabet. It seems 
that so simple a matter as the handling of his piece 
by the infantry soldier, which is purely mechanical, 
should be and could be ordered with an exactness 
that would leave no room fora doubt. Except for 
the confusion intrcduced by the cause above re- 
ferred to, this end would bave been reached by the 
tactics now in use and by striking from the tactics 
the paragraphs which limit the portions of the 
mahuul to be executed by guides and file closers, it 
would be attained at once. Another suggestion, 
germane to this, which bas reached the ARMY AND 
Navy JounnaL, refers to the matter of salutes by 
sentries, It is suggested that the sentry should 
present arms to every person entitled to a saluie, 
instead of eoming to carry arms for some officers, 
‘and to present arms for others. The existing rule 
has the support of ancient custom, but the argu- 
ment for it, aside from this, does not seem to be 


strong. . A

Herr Gruson has designed a new single-barrel 
quick firing gun to supersede bis reyolver guns 
which are found to betoo heavy in proportion tothe 
projectile. Guns of 3.7, 5.3and 5.7 centimetres,(11.4 in., 
2 in. and 22 in.) calibres are being manufactured. Of 
the 5.3-centimetre calibre, three descriptions are 
made, varying merely in length of barrel. The 
guos may be mounted in ironclad turrets, on 
ordinary field gun carriages or on pivots, giving an 
all round fire on board ship. The projectile may be 
shell, shrapoel or case shot. The charge is enclosed 
with the projectile in a brass central fire cartridge. 
The range for the 3.7-centimetre calibre is 2,400 me- 
tres (2,616 yards), for the short 5.3-centimetre gun 
8,200 metres (3,488 yaris), and for the other descrip- 
tions 4.500 meires (4,895 yards). The weight of the 
projectile ranges from 0.45 kilogramme (1 Ib.) up to 
2.72 kilogrammes (6 lb.) The gun is served by two 
men. who can fire from 30 to 40rounds a minute. It 
1s stated that several of the new guns have been al- 
ready purchased by foreign governments, 





No time bas yet been fixed for the official test of 
the open-beartb cast steel gun constructed by the 
Standard Castiug Company. The gun has beea at the 
paval proving grounds tor several weeks, but in 
view of the recent disuster to the Bessemer gun, 
and the time it will require to mount the new gun, 
the probabilities are tbat the test will not be made 
until after the first of the year. 





A powder for the 8-ineh gun for the Chicago has 
been obtained which the ordpvance officers pro- 
nounce up to the standard requirements. It has 
been tested at the vaval ordnance proving ground 
to the satisfaction of the Ordnance Bureau. Itisa 
brown prismatic powder, and ordnance officers who 
bave had dealings with it pronounce it the very best 
powder ever obtained. It is now being shipped to 
the Chicago at tue New York — — We gave 
iast week the results obtained by Krupp in his 
lateat trials with Brown powder, and shull await 
with interest the reports of similar tests of the Du- 
pont powder. 





“Alfred Krupp and the Development of the Cast 
Steel Industry at Essen, from Authentic Sources, 
compiled by Diedrich Badeker,” is the title of a 
work about to be published by G. D. Badeker, of 
Essen. It is to contain in addition toa complete 
historic record of the growth of the steel industry, 
a large plan of the works aud numerous illustra- 
tions, accompanied by information both important 
and interesting from an industrial as well as mili 
tary point of view. 


A gun accident on board H. M.S. Pigmy is as- 
cribed to a cartridge hanging fire.

General Nicholas Kalakoutsky says in his papers 
on. internal stress of metals, published in Bngineer- 
ing: “With iwcrease of calibre and thickuess of 
metal the influence of internal stress increases in 
geometrical progression. . . . For this reason we 
cannot rely with confidence upon the strength of 
the enormous 80-ton and 100-ton guns of the present 
day. Bursting boilow steel cylinders, closed at the 
ends, with wder charges fired through tie vent 
in the breech block, it was fully demonstrated that 
none of these cylinders was competent to witb- 
stand a pressure of 500 atmospheres; even allowing 
that, the pressure may have occasionally attained 
1,220 atmospheres,the bursting of the cylinder can- 
not be ascribed to that. All who witnessed the ex- 
periments were convinced that the cylinders pos- 
sessed but feeble powers of resistance. In this, as 
well as in all otber experiments, it was noticed that 
the temperature attained in the cylinder was so high 
that op opening the breech aiter the gases had all 
escaped through the vent thesurface of the cylinder 
was still red hot.” The copper vent. pieces: were 
partly melted, about one third of their weight, at 
each round. These vent pieces were chauged for 
others of steel, but even they showed indications of 
baving been heated white hot. The writer concludes 
bis comments upon the bursting of cylinders, ia al- 
most every case, with some sugb remark as * no de- 
fect. whutever could be in the metal, which 
the fractured surfaces showed to be fine

remarkable that the fracture took place through

Col. Hertzborg, of the little Norwegian Army, 
last winter conducted a series of experiments to 
determine the resisiing power of spow as a defen 
sive medium, Gis report, recently published, 
claims that a parapet of packed enow, balf a metre 
thick, is proof against musketry not only. but 
against the ordinary work of field artiilery. This is 
stated of the dry raw material of Norway, the 
same ina more damp packing offering still greater 
imperviousness to penetration. Benj. F. Butler, 
who proposesa winter invasion of Canada, will do 
well to consider Col. Hertzborg’s report. 








The report of the Italian Recaronet Commission 
for experiments on wur material which appears 
in the Z for Nov. 16, establishes the super- 
iority of the Terni plates to those of Creusot. Ina 
comparative trial 1¢ was found that a char¢e of 
155 kilos. would produce an effect on the Creusot 
plates which it required 210 kilos. to produce on the 

lates of Italian manufacture. A Creusot plate 
or the Duilio, 550 mm., thick, tried in 1876, has per- 
forated completely and broken up, the shot injuring 
the backing; one 478 mm, thick, tested Oct., 1886, and 
another 482 mm. thick, tested May, 1885, was com-

The Secretary of the Navy has informed the 
Senate, in responae to a resolution of June last, tbat 
the target mace to test the practicability of tbe de- 
flective turrets designed by Chief Eogr. N. B. Clark, 
U. 8. N., will be set up and all other arrangements 
for making the test perfected within four wonths 
from Dec. ll. The delay in making the test is at- 
tributed to tbe unfinished condition of a 10-inch 
gun, which is to be used in making the test, and to 
certain differences of opinion between the Advisory 
Board and Mr. Clark witb reference to details con- 
cerning the conditions for conducting the experi 
ments. The official test when made is to be under 
the direction of the Naval Advisory Board.

THE NAVAL REPORTS. 


Tue Chief of the Naval Bureau of Construction 
and repairs, Chief Constructor Theo. D. Wilson in 
his annual report recommends the immediate 
construction of experimental works to cost $60,000, 
for use in tbe determivation of the resistance aud 
= qualities of ships by means of paraffine mod- 
els. 

He makes a piea for the repairs of the Hartford, 
which with $175,000 or less expended upon wouid be 
serviceable as a cruiser for years. Six tugs of about 
200 tons displacement should be built to take the 
places of the present unbandy tugs, most of the 
relics of the war. With the tools now being deliv- 
ered at New York and Norfolk, we shall soon bein 
possession of two yards well equipped for building 
steel and iron vessels of every size and type. The 
Mare Island yard is aleo receiving a complete out- 
fit of modern ship-building tools, and then the cli- 
mate admits of buildiug without the shelter of ship- 


buuses. 

The Chief of the Bureau of Equipment and re- 
cruiting, Commodore Schley, reports that the ap- 
propriations for this yeur have mn found suffi- 
cient, and in some ibere are unexpended balances 
to revert to the Treasury. Each day goes to show 
the wisdom of this concentration of the Bureau’s 
manufactories in one yard. The general result bas 
been the improved condition of work with greater 
production of it. The Bureau expresses the great- 
est satisfaction with the change, and with the 
foremen and workmen who have brought it about 
so successfully. 

On June 80, 1888, there was 8,354 men and appren- 
tices in the service, The average number allowed 
by law has not been exceeded during the year. To 
secure re-enlistment under continuous service, at- 
tention to the comforts of men, more regard for their 
future, and more consideration of their privileges 
when abroad in service are the means by which 
men are to be made cuntented, efficient, and attach- 
ed to their profession. Men never dislike what is 
called a “taut ship’ iftne officersarejust. [f they 
know that the commanding and executive officers are 
mindful and careful of their interest and considerate 
in granting privileges, there is nothing in the work 
of such ships that is not done with the highest effi- 
ciency and credit. 

Punishments should be uniform and not left to 
the discretion of a commanding officer. 

The beneficial results of the training system are 
dwelt upon and the officer in command at Coaster’s 
Island Harbor, Commander F. J. Higginson U.S. N., 
is referred to as a most able and efficient o tlicer, 
whose untiring interest in all that relates to the 
training and care of apprentices is to be highly 
commended by the Bureau. A new feature in the 
training this year bas been to set aside a number of 
boys whose aptitude for several trades was super- 
ior to their aptitude for a sailor's life, and these 
boys, in addition to their instruction in sailmaking, 
carpentering, biackemithing, have been taught 
the practical duties of the suilor, so that, in going 
out into service, they will carry with their trades 
a knowledge of the duties of the sailor. 

Commodore Schley, in spite of Admiral Porter, 
still holds to his opinion that we need modern ves- 
sels for the training squadron. Without them 
every new ship going into commission must assume 
a condition of probation until her apprentices have 
been ye og Ged new. duties, made all the more 
<hifficult at the outset preipaions imbibed in the 
obsolete school of training. {it hardly ueeds argu- 
ment to show how disastrous this might be during 
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war, when vessels of war would be required to meet 
an — immediately after being equipped for 
service. 

itis recommmended thata commissioned officer 
be charged with the administration of the men’s 
messes on board ship. For incompetent mess 
cooks should be substituted a reliable man or two, 
charged more directly with providing and pre- 
paring the rations in forms more palatable and 
digestible, 

Ap increase in the pay of certain grades of petty 
officers, and other enlisted men, is recommended 
so thatit may correspond with the pay received 
in civil callings. The passage of what are known 
as the Scbley bills is also again urged. 














OBEDIENCE TO ORDERS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Ly the editorial headed “What Lospectors see and 
what they don’t see,” of your issue of Dec. 8, 1 find 
these sentences: 

“In the first place it seems strange that officers of 
very high rank should set so poor an example in the 
matter of obedience to orders; should seem utterly 
independent of and iudifferent to them in many in- 
stances. There is no other Army in the world where 
officers of the higher grades are not beld toa strict 
accountability for violations of law and orders.”’ 

A writer, who seems to be well posted as to the 
subjects on which he writes, says in ao article en- 
titled Aprés les mancuwvres in the pumber of the 
Revue des Deux Mondes for Nov. 15, 1889, speaking 
of the French Army : 

“The direction, within the limits laid down for the 
— (viz: the grand mancuvres,) should cause 
all ranks of the hierarchy to apply and observe the 
regulations in force. It is in tbis way, at least, 
that such things are donein foreign armies. ‘There 
it would never occur to any genetal, without spec- 
ial authority from the head of the ay to attempt 
any experiment at all outside of the strict require- 
ments of the regulations. The regulations are 
there a law of which noneis supposed to be ignor- 
ant, and outside of which there caa only be con- 
fusion and disorder. 

“With us, on the contrary, fancy and improvisa- 
tion have preserved the right of refuge. Let any idea 
whatever bud forth in the brain of a general, 
forthwith he orders an application,. One—he was, 
it is said, one of the best of the corps commanders,— 
bad an ideato suppresstbe advanced guards even 
tor small units. Another adopted the plan 
of putting the practice of war in theorems and the 
service of the various arms in geometrical figures, 
to the great confusion of the minds among which 
these extraordinary thevries were officiaily pro- 
mulgated. 

“Quite recently a generul of division, the inven- 
tor of a French tactics, vot content with landing 
it in two noisy volumes, referred bis ideas to gen - 
erals not of his own arm of service, and claimed 
tbe right of manoeuvring unchecked.” 

Are these defects inherent in the armies of repub- 
lice alone? FP, A. MAHAN. 








WHY OUR SOLDIERS DESERT. 
A SENSIBLE LETTER FROM AN ENLISTED MAN. 


Zo the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

l HAVE read and refiected with much interest 
upon the many opinions givep by officers of high 
rank and much experience, concerning the system 
of recruiting and keeping of the U.S. Army, the 
cause of dezertion, and the many suggestions made 
to remedy the evil. 

Suggestions upon this subject seem well near ex- 
bausted, and | du not pretend to bring new light ou 
the matter, but, being a man serving in the rank, 
allow me afewremarks. Sofar as the recruiting 
officers are concerned, I think they could not be 
held more responsible for the quality of the men 
they accept; they only take the best they can ob- 
tain; they cannot enlist men who do not come into 
the recruitiug office. 

The largest perventage of the applicants are men 
out of employment and wanting money and shelter 
at the moment. Moat of them have taken to drinuk- 
ipgz more or less, consequently are not reliable men 
in any position in civil life; their stay is long no- 
where. itis useless to think that a good, sober, and 
industrious man will enlist for 813 a month for five 
long years. It occurs, vevertbeless, but such men 
are few; they enlist intending to make all they can 
in the Army. Such men, when recognized and eu- 
couraged, make a success. What causes most dis- 
content and desertion is the amount of work the 
wen are compelied to do at some posts. It is some- 
times surprising the genius P. C. and Q. M. possess 
to“ get up work.” Posts must be kept in good re- 
pair as long as they exist; but if soldiers must do it. 
pay them for it. few receive extra duly pay. [np 
this case the men are willing to work, but there are 
ouly afewin a garrison; the other men that are 
turned out on daily or weekly fatigue receive no 
pay and are kept hard at work for eight hours a 
day. This is an injustice and causes the most deser- 
tion; in fact, the U.s. A. is ap army of workiog- 
men, not an army of soldiers. Men that receive no 
extra pay should not be kept at work for more than 
three or four hours a day. 

The meu that enlist expect to bave an easy time in 
the Army; outside of drill aud parade little or 
nothing todo. After afew months of experience 
they realize their mistake in selectivg the Army for 
av easy home. Five years appear fearfully long 
and many take French leave, in epite of it being the 
best paid Army 1n the world. 

Monthly payment will not decrease desertion, but 
will increase Courts-martial. J. B.

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INSPECTOR GENERAL'S REPORT. 


Tue senior Inspector Generali of the Army, Gen. 
Roger Jones, in his annual report recommends that 
the artillery should havean additional representa- 
tive in the corps which now has one officer from the 
artillery, four from the infantry, and five from the 
cavalry. The money accounts of 400 disbursing 
officera have been inspected during the year. Of 
the condition of the Army Gen. Jones says: 

I hazard nothing in making the statement that 
the moral tone and mentul condition of the corps 
of officers of the United States Army has never 
been better, if so good as it is to-day. In this con- 
nection | wish to submit a recommendation. Man 
of our young officers have sufficient zeal for their 
profession to wish to travel abroad in order to gain 
a more thorough and intimate insight into the con- 
dition and requirements of their profession as 
demonstrated iu the armed nations of Europe. 

They are prevented from duing so by the necessity 
of —— themselves the authorized annual leave 
in order to get a four months’ accommodation 
which will enable them to go abroad for self-im- 
provement. Cutting one’s self off from friends 
and society ata frontier post for four years In or- 
der to accomplish this object 's a very great sacrifice 
and one that it seems thould not be demanded. The 
reduction of pay of officers on leave is vo longer 
needed for disciplinary purposes under the present 
highly satisfactory condition of the officers of the 
Army. Thereport of the Treasurer of the United 
Statee does not seem to indicate that the small re- 
ductions made from the pay of officers ‘‘on leave” 
form an item of material weight in his accounts. 
Foreizn travel is, or should be, a part of an officer’s 
education. He can find much instruction in the 
operations of large masses of troops in the annual 
autumnal manoeuvres of great armies and it is sub- 
mitied that officers wishing to go abroad for this 
purpose should be encouraged in every wuy to do so 
and should not be subject to a reduction of pay 
when doing 80, pi ovided their absence meets with the 
full approval of the proper authorities, It is thought 
that leaves of absence for the purpose of foreign 
travel and professional improvement should be spe- 
cial in their character and shou!d in no way wmili- 
tateagainst the thirty days’ leave per annum pow 
authorized. 

ltis recommended that no married enlisted man 
who may now be serving bis first enlistment in any 
troop, battery or compauy should be permitted to 
re-enlist; that no authority be granted bereafter for 
soldiers to marry. and that no married recruit 
should be accepted under any circumstances. Efforts 
should be made to clear the Army of emminals who 
ocuasionally creep in. Military convicts, Indian 
scouts, etc., should be forbiddeu to wear the uniform. 
Regiments should bs localized and required 
to procure their own recruits and from 
agiven geographical district. If such a course is 
not deewed advisable for all the Army at the pre- 
sent time, the adoption of it for the four regiments 
of colored troops is urged. [t requires experience 
with these troops to be able to judge of the sort of 
colored men that make the lest soldiers, and their 
recruitmevt should be considered a specialty and 
conducted by those officers, who, by close associa- 
tion with their regiments, bave acquired sufficient 
discernment to be able to form a tair estimate of 
the individual worth of the colored men who may 
offer themselves for engagement. 

Every eclisted man should be taught to read any 
written instructions that may be given, or sent him, 
and to write intelligent reports. 

The reports in this office too frequently read ** no 

ost school,” or * the post school is pot a success.” 

uch statements should indicate that there is no 
longer necessity for these schools rather that the 
men do not voluntarily avail themselves of the op- 
portunity offered them for improvement. There 
should be a ciass of candidates for commissions or- 
ganized in connection with the School of Infantry 
and Cavalry at Leavenworth, Kansas, to which class 
alimited number of promising non-commissioned 
Officers who bave served for two years with their 
regiments, might. be sent for one year’s instruction 
before presenting themselves as candidates for ex 
amination for commissions. Should any of them 
fail in qualifying for com.oissions it is possible that 
some of them might render very valuable services 
a8 quartermaster and commissary sergeants at posts. 

The reports and statistics 10 this office show the 
discipline of the Army to be very fair. But the self 
control and self-government of the enlisted men, 
individually, is not so satisfactory. This, of course, 
is the natural result of our system of minimum re- 
Muoveration and voluntary engagement. 

The reports coming to this office indicate that the 
general instruction of the Army is fair. It is noticed 
that some of the Department inspectors report that 
the men are indifferently set up. I[t is to be re- 
gretted that we have no prescribed system of ath- 
letic exercises that would give the men a thorough 
setting up. ‘There should be a gymnasium provided 
tor each zarrison and a progressive system uf exer- 
cises adopted and required to be followed. Ut is be- 
lieved that some athletic medical officer might be 
found who would be willing to draw a system of 
athletic exercises and submit it for examination. 
Most of tbe published works seem to be much more 
elaborate than the Army requires. 

The drill of the infantry aud the artillery serving 
metry is reported by the inspectors as gerer- 

air. 
he cavalry, as such, does not appear to be found 
in a very satisfactory condition. There is too stroug 
a tendency towards the condition or mounted infan- 
try in our cavalry. The remark that “the men did 
Dot seem at home in their saddles,” “equitation 
poor,”’ “the horses were restive and the men did not 
sit them well,” are occasionally noticed, and it is 
not unusual to see the remark that, ** tbe sabre ex- 
ercise was badly executed,” “the horses were too 
nervous to admit of satisfactory pistol practice,” 
ete., etc. Some of our cavalry commanders seem to 
have assumed thatthe horse bas ceased to be the 
Weapon of the trooper. This condition is undoubt- 
ae fostered by our present system of classification 
2 foot target practice. Distinction and rewards are 
th be earned in rifie and carbine shooting, and 
© cavalry must compete wiih the infantry. 
the cavalry arw of the Service were made a 
et class by itself, and excellence in all the 
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duty belonging to its s was required in ob- 
taining distinction ap papers Bai a much more ear- 
nest endeavor to —— themsoi ves in their special- 
ties might find birth. Tbe reports in this office do 
pot show that any effort is being made to instruct 
the mounted troops in the manner of making recon- 
naissances; in submitting reports of rides of explor- 
ation; in setting out outposts; in drawing rough 
sketches that will explain reports transmitted, etc. 
All these things would relieve the monotony of gar- 
rison duty and is interesting to the mev after so 
much “right by twos” of garrison life, aside from 
their essential importance. 

Some of the light artillery is still plodésies along 
with the same guns they at the close of the War 
ofthe Rebellion, although the Prussians learned 
from tbe Austriuns at Nachod, nearly a quarter of a 
century ago, that such guns would not meet mod- 
ern requirements. It is anxiously waiting for the 
new steel breechloading guns. me of our light 
batteries at the present time not only bave no prac- 
tice firing, but that, owing to the peculiarities of 
their lovation it is not possible for them to have 


any.

and bow guns. The Atalanta, owned by Jay Gould, 
would make a torpedo boat, while Jos. Stickney’s 
Susquehanna is recommended fora dispatch boat. 
The little Buzz, probably the fastest launch afloat, 
is looked upon by Capt. Erben as an ideal torpedo 
launch. The flagship Hlectra, of the New York 
Yacht Club, can be adapted to almost any use. Of 
ber Capt. Erben says, in substance: ‘*This ship bas a 
well built and proportioned: bull, is fairly economi- 
cal at her different speeds and is a remarkably good 
sea boat. She needs no additional bulkheads, no 
strengthening of decks or additional cooking facili- 
ties. She would make a good scout, dispatch or tor- 
pedo boat,and could be changed into any one of 
these in three days. Her coal endurance is 2,700 
knots at 10 knotsan hour, andshbeis especially 
adapted for the torpedo service on account of her 
easy handling, made possible by a peculiarly curved 
reversing link and her steam steering apparatus. 
She turned her port helm in 4 min. and 50 sec., star- 
board, 5 min.; fall speed ahead to stop took her 38 
sec.; etop to full speed astern, 22 sec.; full speed 
astern to stop, 35 sec., and stop to [full speed ahead, 
ship’s head to wind and sea, 48sec. The engines re- 
verse instantly.

FIFTIETH CONGRESS—SECOND SESSION. 


This has been another uneventful week for the 
Army and Navy in Congress. A few more bills bave 
been introduced, and several reported from eom- 
mittees, but none of those already on the calendar 
have been advanced toward enactment. The Army 
Appropriation bill is still awaiting the action of the 
sub-committee. It will probably not reach the full 
committee before the middle of January. 

The Navy Appropriation bill is somewhat further 
advanced, the sub committee being nearly ready to 
report to the full committee. Nearly all the Navy 
bureau chiefs bave been interrogated in regard to 
their estimates, and but few points yet remain to be 
settled by the sub-committee. Mr. Herbert hopes 
to have the bill ready for the action of the House 
when it reconvenes after the holiday recess. 

The Fortification billis in course of preparation 
by the sub committee having it in charge. Gen. 
Casey was before them on Wednesday and urged 
liberal appropriations for works of defeuce. The 
committee is not disposed to recommend a very 
large amount this year, beiug of the opirion that 
tbe building of guns should precede the building of 
forts. 

A meeting of the Senate Naval Committee was 
called for Wednesday last, but a quorum failed to 
respond. The sanction of members individually was 
subsequently received, however, to the Navy vomi- 
nations, and these are vow on the calendar await- 
ing the action of the Senate. 

The House Naval Committee on Thursday gave 
a hearing to Mr. W. F. Mason McCarty in favor of 
the bill contemplating the construction of high 
speed sabmerging cruisers upon his designs, the de- 
tails of which were published in last week’s 
JouRNAL. After discussing the plans at some length 
the committee decided to submit them to the Navy 
Department for its opinion before taking any 
action. While before the committee Mr. McCarty 
was questioned by Representative Thomas as to the 
truth of the published statement accusing him 
(Thomas) of stealing bis(MvCarty’s) plans. Mr. Mc- 
Carty disclaimed all responsibility for, or knowledge 
of, the article, and a comparison of the plans 
showed that they were radically different and that 
the purposes for which the two vessels were de- 
signed were also not the same. 

The Secretary of War has sentto the Senate, in 
response to a resolution adopted at the last session, 
copies of the correspondence from April 15, 1861, 
and May 20, 1866, between the Division Commander 
of the Pacific and Department Commander of 
Columbia and California regarding the enlisting 
and equipping of volunteer troops to defend the 
overland and inland mail and emigrant routes. 

The bill to retire General Andrew J. Smith, with 
the rank of Colonel of Cavalry, has finally passed 
out of the hands of couference, received the ap- 
proval of the two houses and is now at the White 
House awaiting the signature of the President. 

The House Military Committee has displayed a 
much more liberal spirit than usual tow the 
Military Academy, baving recommended an appro- 
priation of $839,866 against $315,043 for the current 
year. This large increase is mainly for the erection 
of an Academic building and agymnasium. The 
increases in detail are as follows: For field music- 
jians $286; for department of artillery 350; extra pay 
of enlisted men $344; miscellaneous expenses $300; 
for riding teacher $1500; repairing the post chapel 
$500; repairs of cooking utensils $32698; ava- 
demic building $490,000; gymnasium $100,000; 
aleove partitions $315; retiring house $3,000; store- 
bouse $500; post cemetery $500: new  settees 
$500; tent. floor $1,800; re-setting boilers $2,200; 
gas-bolder $2,000. 

The Senate, in executivesession, Dec. 20, confirmed 
all the Army and Navy nominations that bave been 
sent in up to that date, except the six new staff ap- 
pointments. 

Representative Sayers introduced in the House on 
Thursday a bill appropriating $5,000 to enable the 
Navy Department to observe the total eclipse of the 
sun, which will oceur Jan. 1. bill was imme- 
diately passed and sent to the Ponate, where it will 
be agreed to without adoubt.

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STEEL FOR THE NEW GUNS. 

ORDNANCE Officials are well pleased with the 
manner in which iron and steel manufacturers re- 
sponded to the call for bids for furnishing ordnance 
material for which they have recently advertised 
For the $1,500,000 worth of forgings for heavy 
steel guns there were two bidders—the Bethlehem 
Iron Co. and the Midvale Steel Co. The former 
was the lower. Their bid was 24 cents per pound 
for forgings ot 8-inch calibre; 26.12 cents for 
10 inch, and 27} cents for 12-inch. The Midvale 
Co. bid 29 cents per pound for 8 inch, 80 cents for 
10-inch and 31 cents for 12-inch. The successful 
bidders propose to furnish the first set of 8-inch 
forgings within 18 months from date of contract, 
and the remainder at the rate of 18 sets every 12 
months, and will complete the delivery within 35 
months; the first set of 10-inch forgings within 36 
months and the remainder at the rate of 12 sets 
every 12 months, and the whole number within 62 
months; the first set of 12-inch forgings in 86 
months, the remainder at the rate of 6 sets every 
12 months, and complete delivery within 70 months. 
About 21 guns of 8 inch calibre, 22 of 10-inch and 
14 of 12 inch are involved in this contract. 

For the cast iron mortars there were more bidders 
than anticipated and the lowest bids for all the ma- 
terial were as reasonable as could be hoped for. The 
bidders for the 25 sets of forgings for 8.2 steel field 
guns were the Cambria Iron Oo., at 87 4-10 cts, 
per pound. They agreed to furnish all the forgings 
within one year; the Midvale Oo. at 35 cts. per 
pound, all to be delivered within six months, and 
the Bethlehem Oo., at an average price of 41 6-10 
cts. per pound for all forgings to be delivered with- 
in nine months, 

The contract has been awarded to the Midvale 
Oo., the Department haying satisfied itself that 
their bid, which, as we announced last week, ar- 
rived after the other bids had been opened, was regu-

No contracts have yet been awarded, though it is 
highly probable that the bids of the Midvale Oo. for 
the steel forgings and the Builders’ Iron Foundry 
for cast iron bodies will be accepted. In this 
event the work of finishing and assembling will be 
done at the Watervliet Arsenal. 

The question is raised, however, whether the ad- 
vertisements which have called forth these bids con- 
form tothe requirements of the fortification act, 
and whether they may not be brought into question 
because of their departure from the language and 
intent of the act. We give here in parallel col- 
umns for contrast the requirements of the fortifica— 
tion act and that of the advertisement with refer- 
enee to the high-power guns.

It will be observed that in the advertisement th® 
word forgings is interpolated. The act does not 
require that the steel should be forged steel, but 
only that it should not exceed in price the forgings 
heretofore contracted for. It was the evident in- 
tention of Congress to open the door wide to alb 
steel manufacturers with the purpose of securing 
the best guns without regard to theories. That is 
precisely what they should have done if their de- 
sire was to secure the best results. It was only re- 
quired that bidders should conform to certain speci- 
fications. It is stated in the Instructions to bidders, 
accompanying the advertisements, that proposals 
are invited under the terms of the act of Congress, 
approved Sept: 22, 1888. A reference to the act 
will show that the word steel is used uniformly 
in describing what the manufacturers are to furnish 
and not steel forgings. The bill introduced into 
the Senate by Mr. Dolph, 8. 19, provided for 
‘** rough bored, rough-turned and tempered steel” 
for guns; the bill introduced into the House by Mr. 
Cutcheon provided for ‘‘ rough-finished, oil-temp- 
ered and annealed steel forgings.”” The two Houses 
adopted ‘‘ steel” instead of ‘‘ steel forgings ” in the 


bill as finally passed.

Or the officers ordered to the U. S. Infantry and 
Cavalry School, to take the course of study com- 
menced Sept. 15, 1887, 16 were graduates of West 
Point, 12 appointed from the Army, and 7 from 


civil life. .Of the 16 graduates one had been com- 
mission: d 15 years, two 10 years, one 8, and the re- 
maining 12 trom 1 to 4 years; the 12 averaging 2 
years. Of the 12 from the Army one had been 
commissioned 20 years, one 12, and the remaining 
10 from 1 to 5 years, averaging 2.7 years. Ofthe 7 
from civil hfe one had been commissioned 13 years, 
one 11 years, the remaining 5 from 8 to 4, averaging 
8.4 years. Ofthe 35 officers 8 were 1st lieutenants 
and 27 2d lieutenants Jan. 1, 1888; the 8 1st lieu- 
tenants were 1n their regiments from 3d to 12th for 
promotion, averaging nearly 8th. 

This leads to the question, should not details for 
instruction at this sehool be regulated? First, so 
that those nezrest their promotion toa captaincy 
may be the first to have the advantages of its course 
of study; and second, so that theoretical and prac- 
tical military instruction may be better dissemina- 
ted throughout the Army. For only 2 of the 35 
officers considered was there a near prospect of pro- 
motion to a captaincy. Of the 85 sixteen had 
already had the advantages of West Point training, 
and of these 16 twelve had been returned to a course 
of military education within an average of about 2 
years after graduation. At least one-third then of 
the class might well have been on duty with their 
regiments, leaving twelve places for those who had 
not pursued any course of military study. Those 
appointed from the Army and from civil life should 
have an opportunity afforded them at as early a 
date as practicable to enlarge their military educa- 
tion, and the 4 officers of 20, 18, 12 and 11 years’ 
service as such, might well have been sent to join 
some one of the three classes which have already 
graduated at the school. Of the 35 ordered it seems 
then that in the cases of sixteen, more benefit to the 
Service would have ensued had four been detailed 
earlier and twelve later. 

Some thought and system in the method of de- 
tails is desirable. Applicants for the detail should 
not be listened to, unless they have had no oppor- 
tunities for military education, other than those 
given by actual service; and even these should stand 
aside for those who have had no opportunities 
whatever. The younger and partly educated officer 
need not rust: the military literature of to-day is 
readily obtainable; let him study this, then when 
his time for detail comes he will be ready to review 
such parts of the course as he has already gone 
over, and able to turn his attention to that which 
isnew. When they do not of their own accord 
follow the system, should not regimental command- 
ers be required to detail for instruction at the U. S. 
Infantry and Cavalry School the senior lieutenants 
of their regiments so far as practicable; and failing 
this, at least to detail those who have not had op- 
portunity for a military education ? 

Though ‘‘ commanding officers ot regiments will 
be directed from Headquarters of the Army to 
make selection of officers, and alternates, one year 
in advance of the date of entrance at the school,” 
and ‘‘ the names of such officers and alternates wil! 
be sent . . to the commandant of the school,” 
at the date of this writing no names of officers to 
join the next class have yet been received at Fort 
Leavenworth. There is then, even in the case of 
this class, still time for commanding officers to give 
the matter of this selection earnest, careful thought; 
not considering the individual, but having at heart 
and in mind the greatest good to the entire Service. 

At present, it is true, faithful, successful work at 
the school brings with it only the consciousness of 
duty well done; but it is to be hoped that ere long 
promotion will not follow neglect of duty, and that 
in the case of indolent, incompetent officers it will 
no longer be admitted that ‘‘ they also serve who 
only stand and wait.” To prepare for the fruition 
of this hope, opportunities for military education 
should be given to those who have lacked them; 
first to those who are, and ther to those who are 
not nearing their captaincies; and until this be done, 
the officer who has been tanght how to study and 
directed in the right way should be a “student 

officer,” but not at Fort Leavenw orth. 


be no surprise to those who accepted the opinions 
concerning this project which have been uniformly 
expressed here, and have not suffered themselves to 
be misled by the glamour of a great reputation. It 
was founded upon misrepresentations and miscon 
ceptions which derived a certain dignity from their 
colossal character, and the American imagination 
is peculiarly susceptible to the influence of bigness. 
The French papers have been enlisted in behalf of 
the enterprise by enormous payments, the pockets 
of the French peasants have been emptied of their 
savings, and the money has been expended with a 
careless extravagance which was in itself sufficient 
to bankrupt the enterprise. This judgment upon 
the De Lesseps canal is no after thought; it is the 
one We have pronounced from the first. General 
Boulanger chooses this occasion, it would appear, 
to worry the Frezch Government because it, very 
wisely, refuses to implicate itself in the canal pro- 
ject. This may be shrewd ia a politician, but it is 
unworthy of a soldier. The United States received 
in advance the assurances of the French Govern- 
ment that the enterprise was purely a commercial 
one, and that the Government would have nothing 
todo with it. They cannot, therefore, assume any 
responsibility for it withoat involving themselves 
with this couatry. That there may be no doubt as 
to our position, Senator Edmunds has introduced, 
and had referred to the Senate Committee on For- 
eign Relations, the following resolution : 

Resolved, That the Government of the United States will 
look with serious concern and disapproval upon avy con- 
nection of any European Government with the construc- 
tion or control of any ship canal across the Isthmus of 
Darien or across Ceatral America; and must regard any 
such connection or contro! as injurious to the just ri 4 
and interests of the United States, and as a menace to t

GENERAL SCHOFIELD is considering the subject cf 
rearrangement of the stations of light batteries in- 
cident to the establishment of the Artillery and 
Cavalry School at Fort Riley, and to the contem- 
plated increase in the garrison at Fort Myer. When 
all the artillery buildings at Fort Riley are complete 
it is the purpose to locate five of the ten light bat 
teries there, and probably two at Fort Myer. The 
remaining three, if General Schofield’s present in- 
tentions are carried out, will be stationed at some 
suitable post in New York State. It will neces- 
sarily be some months, however, before the re- 
arrangement is carried out, for, according to the 
report of the officer in charge of the construction 
of the artillery batldings at Fort Riley, it will be 
late in the coming spring before even a single bat- 
tery can be accommodated. 








A LARGE number of line officers of the Navy on 
duty ia Washington responded to the call for a 
meeting of the Line Officers’ Association at the 
Arlington Hotel on Wednesday evening last. The 
session was devoted to a general discussion upon 
various plans for promoting legislation in the in- 
terest of line officers and to the election of officers 
for the ensuing year. The meeting was in every 
way harmonious, and before its close a general un- 
derstanding was arrived at in favor of pushing the 
line officers’ pay bill, which was introduced in both 
Houses last session, and the ensigns’ bill; which has 
passed the Senate aad now awaits the action of the 
House. An united effort.will at once b> made to 
bring the latter measure to a successful issue.

* ‘There is but little of the prejudice against civilian 
appointees in the Army by the West Pointers that 
is almost universally supposed to exist. [t cannot 
be denied that at one time ihe graduates of the 
Army made the life of a civil apLointee almost un- 
bearable with their assumptions of superiority, and 
there was practically an aristocracy that dis- 
countewanced the introduction of civilians into the 
posts. This feeling, l am glad to say, has about dis- 
appeared, and a West Point graduate no longer feels 
that he 1s immeasurably superior to all others. He 
may,*perhaps, feel that way for a very sbort time 
after leaving the Academy, but he soon discovers 
that such an attitude is unpopular. At the same 
time there ie a great prejudice among line men 
against the appointment of civilians on the staff, 
and I am elad to believe that the President is not 
going te pursue such a course in the present cases.” 














=Tux uncertainty regarding the fateof Henry M. 
Stanley has been intensified by a cable despatch 
from a London correspondent of the Associated 
Press, who basis bis claim that the explorer is a 
captive at Khartoum upon the statement that some 
Snider rifle cartridges, stamped 1869, were carried by 
Stanley and that such cartridges were found in the 
poseession of the ‘“‘ White captive,” in the hands of 
Usman Digna. If there is no other proof than this of 
Stanley's capture his friends may rest easy. No 
Snider cartridges have been manufactured for 20 
years, their manufacture having been stopped when 
the Martini-Henry was adopted in 1869. The Spider 
18 obsolete and Stunley would bave been no more 
likely to carry it than one of our old smooth-bores, 
and the cartri¢ges found cannot be used in any 
otber rifle. There are, no doubt, plenty of Snider 
cartridges and guna in Atrica, for itis the babit of 
obsolete guns to seek out-of the-way places, but 
they do not go in the bands of an expedition so well 
equipped as was that of Stanley.

THE RIFLE GALLERY OF THE SEVENTS N. ¥. 

GALLERY rifle practioe., intelligentlv condncted. is 
essential to proficiency in the use of the rifle by the 
Guard. Uere the poner can learn all the fanda- 
mental principles of shooting. can train his nerves 
and sccustom himself to bandling his piece readthy. 
gaining confidence and accuracy. Were more time 
devoted to systematic gallery practice with the 
State arm, and less in endeavoring to obtain clock- 
like regularity in drill, the value of the State 
troops would be greatly advanced. Succersful 
work atthe out-door range is advanced, and effi- 
clency would be obtainable by a much larger per 
centage of the guard, if systematic armory prac- 
tice were within the reach of all. As a writer in 
the Brooklyn Daily Times says: ‘the great object 
to be kept in view is not the development of a few 
skilled marksmen, but the training of the entire 
rank and file so as to enable all to have a fair degree 
of skill witb their rifles.” 

The best example of what systematic armory rfie 
practice can accomplish, is given by the 7th N. Y.. 
which has made such excellevt use of ‘ts well 
equipped and intelligently managed riffe gallery. 
On a recent visit tothe armory we were courteous 
ly shown ita ins and outsfrom beginving to end. 
The first thing that struck us was the business- 
like way the firing was conducted. It was one contin- 
ual “bang-bane” from 7 unti! 11 Pp. uw. and, without 
the slightest interruption. The men showed a 
familiarity and self reliance in the aiming and fir- 
ing that was most satisfactory to note, getting 
through their shooting quickly and with a regular- 
ity that showed a thorough system. There was no 
bad ammunition, no guns out of order, nor wns 
the rauge monopolized by a few crack shots; the 
rawest recruitis given the same privilege as the 
best shot in the regiment, Everything is in the most 
perfect order and there isa system which is intel. 
ligently adhered to. Each company shoots on its 
drill night; the men usually come down in squads 
while their company is drilling, shoot quickly, re 
turn to their company and another squad takes 
their place. in this way much timeissaved. Some 
shoot by company and commence an bour before 
drill. There is a large sized waiting room adjacent 
to the firing point provided with seats and lockers. 
Each company has its quota of ammunition sep- 
arate and ina special locker, and it w available on 
the ivstant. One of the sensible regulations its that 
each man must shoot with his own gun. Kach 
member of the regiment is allowed 50 rounds per 
annum free, for use in gallery practice; all used 
over thisis paid for by each company atthe rate 
of one cent per round, the amount colleeted goivg 
into the regimeutul treasury. Each com pany bas 
its own inspector of rifle practice, a private being 
usually appointed to the position: hein turn appoints 
a committee to aid him, and in this way interest in 
shooting ie developed, records kept. and each man’s 
progress carefully looked after. Various matches 
are also arranged, which adds additional interest. 
There is shooting six daysin the week. Each Sat- 
urday evening 1s set **8 for the use of the Rezi- 
mental rifle club which has a large membership, 
and on this evening during the season a variety of 
matehes are contested for, and for these liberal 
prizes are offered. 

The range was built under the supervision of Gea. 
Cc. F. Robbins. he at that time being regimental in- 
spector of rifle practice, and it was the firet indoor 
range in the United States to be fitted up on the im- 
proved system of sunken trench for markers, double 
acting sliding targets.«tc. It is 100 yards in length 
and is supplied with six sliding, double acting tar- 
gets, the marking being done by men detailed from 
the employees of the armory. The value of the 
shot is announced by disk, and is also transmitted 
to the firing point ny electrivity to a register, from 
which scorers keep the record of shooting. The 
firing point is partitioned off and has 12 apertures 
for shooting through, so that the men can shoot 
either standing, Kneeling, sitting, on the back, or 
prone. There are receptacles in which the shells 
are dropped assoon as fired. Thereareon anaverage 
from 1,200 to 1,500 shots fired each night. 

One of the most recent and valuable improve- 
ments at the galiery isthe uew projectile receiver, 
invented by the armorer, Mr. 0. H. Decumbus, for 
catching all the bullets that have passed through 
the targets, saving ull the lead. It consists of a de- 
flecting plate or plates behind the target, inclined 
atasbarp angie to the path of the bullets, anda 
eylindrical chamber, having an opening 1n its wall, 
connected to the plate. The bullets impinge upon 
the deflecting plate and slide along it into the cham 
ber, where they revolve until their evergy of motion 
is expended, and finally drop into a receiver placed 
below, from which they can be readily removed for 
Tremoulding. The bullets are vever hquefied, and 
remain separate in the receiver, the only effect of 
the concussion being to flatten them somewhat. 
There 1s pot the slighte-t spattering of particles, and 
all possibility of injury to the target men is avoided. 
During six months’ use there was some 10.000 pounds 
of lead shot at them, 95 per cent. of the lead being 
recovered and recast. r. Decumbus, who 1s a prac- 
tical man, 1s also the inventor of the very useful 
sigbt protector which bears his name, it being well 
known at Creedmoor and elsewhere. Al! the clean- 
ing of shbelle, casting of builets,and reloading of 
sbelis is done by the employees of thearmory. The 

bullets are cast by the thousand, there being a com- 
plete plant for this purpose in a spyecial.room in the 
engineer’s department. It is bere that the great 
Mass of expended bullets are taken to be melted 
and recast. The dirty shells are also cleaned by the 
thousand. There is a simple appliance. consisting 
of two half cylinders; in the first is a strong solu- 
tion of potash. After being given a bath in this 
they are lifted automatically iato the second baif 
cylinder, where they are thoroughly rinsed in clean 
water and dried in the boiler room. The shells are 
then taken to another special room, where the re- 

ing is done, there being various appliances for 
capping, filling, seating tne bullet, and lubricating. 
t was a very instructive visit, and demonstreted 
that, aside from its profigiency in the various evolu- 
tions of tectics, the 7th 'N. Y. is still further proti- 
tin the mogt important of the soldier’s art, viz.:

They visited Augusta, Ga., last month and brougnr. 
back to the city a medal awarded for the best ap- 
rance on review. Their last “outing” on 
hanksgiving Day fully exemplifies this and be- 
speaks a commendable spirit, one which appeals to 
an old soldier. Misdirected military enthusiasm is 
painful to one who has smelt powder; these com- 
petitive drills are, as a rule, examples, where to 
handle a musket with precision and in perfect, but 
profitiess, cadence, and to execute with accuracy 
company movements, are deemed the only ersen- 
tials in a soldier's development and schow!l of in- 
struction. Those things which the competitive drill 
man now knows, but too well, as they are liable to 
handicap him and make him hide-bound, will fix 
bis measure of usefulness as nil when the time ar- 
rives where true and judicious instruction must be 
put into real and earnest practice. What dues the 
** street-parade ” and fancy-drilled soldier know of 
bis vitally important duties? Not the least awong 
them are the skirmish exercises and rifle practice. 
But the Savannah Cadets have thrown off the voke 
which bound them to tradition and antiquated 
ideas. They have inaugurated a practice of some 
practical value. 

On Thanksgiving Day the organization, all it< 
officers being present, left the vity for the suburhs, 
amply provided with blank and ball cartridges, and 
for the avowed purp%se of rifle fring and skirmish 
drill. They accompliehed what they went for. 
After an ivstructive skirmish exercise with blank 
cartridges, the company was divided into two sec- 
tions preparatory to a sham battle. One portion 
was ordered to the front and allowed about half an 
hour in which to reach e certain ground. They 
were to hold it and, if possible, capture their pur- 
auers, the remaining section. The latter followed in 
due time, constituting the attacking force. While 
no blood was shed, the men, under their efficient 
officers, were given valuable instruction. The idea 
was truly practical. It originated with Lieut. J. F. 
Brooks, one of the officers of the command. 

After this mimic pursuit the company was re- 
formed and twoor three hours devoted to target 
practice and volley firing at short and long ranges 
with ball cartridges. Will amy one say that the 
foregoing was useless and less profitable than the 
circumseribed and rigid company drill. Then let 
others go and do likewise.

NAVAL SERVICE PRESENTATION TO THE 
QUEEN. 


It will doubtless be remembered that the Royal 
ee 8 the Royal Marines, and the auxiliary uava! 
forces of Great Britain united to present to Her Ma- 
josty the Queen as a memorial of the 50th vear of 
er reign a silver model of the Britannia, a 120 gun

(Continued from page 815, Dec. 15.) 


THe next sub division of the first part deals with 
the company, aud iscommenced by the following 
paregfeph in italics: 

The company uiust be so traitied as to be at all times un-

Asa rule, when the company is forming part of a 
battalion its commander is mounted. He dismounts 
When io the firing line, and, except after inspec- 
tidhd; at the “ maren past.” 

The company is;as we have before mentioned, 
composed of three platooné. If the whole number 
of flies in the company is not divisible by three; the 
left platoon, and if necessary the mght platoon, 
has one file less than the centre platoon. lank 
files must only be placed on the left flanks of pla- 
toons. The platoons are divided into haif platoons 
and sections as before described. The platoons and 
half platoons are numbered consecutively from the 
right of the company, the sections from the right of 
the platoons to which they belong. It is observed 
that whenever practicable the divisions of the com- 
pany for interiot administration sbould be thesame 
as those for pafade, and that the men of each com- 
Egan be as nearly as possible of the same

The commander of the company details the offi- 
cers to the different platoons. The proper strength 
of the officers, sergeants, etc., of a company appears 
to be as follows: One company commander (the 
captain), four lieutenants, one company sergeant 
major (Feldwebel), one cadet (Po -Fahnrich), 
one assistant sergeant major (Vice dwebel), eight 
sergeants, two buelers,and two drummers. ‘The 
company is formed on parade in live in two ranks, 
the first platoon on the right, the second in the 
centre, and the third on the left. The vompauy 
commander isin frunt of the line. On the right of 
the front rank of each platoon stands a lieutenant 
as its commander, and tbe junior lieutenant is on 
—8 lett of the front rank of the third or left pla- 

oou. 

We then come to the famous “‘ company column.” 
This is, ia fact, a colamo of platoons at seven paces 
distance. But the platoons do not usually stand, as 
migbt bave been expected, in the order 1, 2, 3 from 
the front, but 2,1,3. This is the normal order, but 
it is especially stated that any other order is al- 
lowed. The captain isin front of the leading pla- 
toon, or wherever be may fiod it necessary % be, 
and each platoon bas its own commander on the 
right, and its own left flank sergeant on the left of 
its frontravk. Tberight flank sergeants and the 
other sergeants remain io the same places us in line, 
the junior lieutenant, not being wanted to close the 
hoe, is in rear of the tbird platoon. The buglers and 
drumwmers are ii rear of the columu. We ought to 
ray, perhaps, that the above descriptions are not 
fully given in words in the book, but have been 
partly deduced by us from the diagrams. 

The colamn may also, if circumstances require, be 
broken into bhalf-platoons, aud the platoons may be 
turned tothe right or left in file or wheeled to the 
right or left by sections. If the coiumn is in half-

Dressing is, when not expressly ordered other- 
wise, by the right, both at the halt and on the move.
